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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Duncan et al disclose a friction wedge assembly comprising a composition liner, 
a first side of said composition liner having a predetermined configuration engageable 
with a corresponding configuration of a bonding matrix assembly to a wear pad and a 
radially opposed second side of said wear pad for engaging a metal wear liner on a side 
frame of such railroad car truck. The bonding between the liner and the wear pad is 
performed by adhesive. Wiebe discloses a railway truck assembly comprising a friction 
assembly comprising a plurality of protrusions which receive an elastomeric wear liner 
so as to create cavities in the liner after application of loading. Mulcahy et al disclose a 
three piece dampner assembly comprising a control friction shoe having an outer 
vertical engaging surface for contact with a vertical wear plate of a pocket and an inner 
projecting triangular-shaped segment and a friction adapter liner. Spacer discloses a 
friction wedge assembly comprising a friction shoe consisting of cast metal with sloped 
surfaces and resilient elastomeric pads received on the sloped surfaces of the shoe. 
However, none of the references of record suggests a friction wedge assembly wherein 
a bonding matrix having a plurality of cavities is disposed on the truck side frame 
engaging surface of the wedge, said plurality of cavities on the bonding being 
compatible with the configuration of a first side of a composition liner in the manner 
defined in the instant claims 1, 21 and in combination with other limitations of the claim. 
Also, none of the references of record suggests a composition liner of a friction wedge 
assembly wherein the first side of the liner includes a plurality of projections in the 
manner defined in the instant claim 18 and in combination with other limitations of the 
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claim. Therefore, claims 2-13, and 20, depending therefrom, are considered to be 
allowable.
